> MINING: IN- CHINA, 

The subject of. Mining in China is one 
that presents peculian claims to considera- 
tion; as well from the faot'that the Mixrals 
of the country are practically exhaustless, 
as from that of its having seriousl: ocoupied 
the attention of Li Hung-chang, whose great 
power and jnfluence we all supposed to. be 
equal tothe obtaining an Imperial decree 
for whatever ho took in hand, Coal, 
mines also that Tung. Hing -aine lately. an- 
nounced as about to be opened by means of 
the company he gought to raise for the 
purpose, ought to be soon underweigh. But 
everything | fire to’ such ‘an extent in 
hina, when itis under native management, 
that whatis really being done is. own. 
Some two or ‘months ago, it was said 
that Li Hung-chang was under a temporary 
cloud, and thot ke had spplied, to the Im- 
peril wisdom, to Jay a penalty ‘upon, him;.
